GSLLETT HEARS 
FROM ROOSEVELT 


P r c s M Asks Govarmr to 


'eia Anti- Jap B ill 


DEC JIBES IT IS OFFENSIVE

The Bill W hich Passed the California

Charatcerized by the President as 


Being the M ost Offensive of All the 


Anti- Japanese 
Measures 
Proposed 


Out There— Governor Gillett Urged 


to Do Som ething in the Matter. 


Sacramento, Cal., Feb. 5.—With the 
defeat in the lower house of two of the 
anti-Japanese measures, followed by 
the unexpected passage of a third bill 
segregating Japanese school children 
in separate schools along with Chi­ 
nese, Koreans and other Asiatics, re­ 
garded as the most offensive measure 
of all, President Roosevelt has again 
taken a hand in the anti-Japanese agi­ 
tation that for the last week has drawn 
international attention to California. 
Hardly had the bill been passed by the 
assembly before Governor Gillett re­ 
ceived the following message from the 
president: 
“I. N. Gillett, Governor of Califor­ 
nia—Your kind letter just received. 
What is the rumor that the California 
legislature has passed a bill excluding 
the Japanese children from the public 
schools? 
This is the most offensive 
bill of all, and in my judgment is 
clearly unconstitutional and we should 
at once have to test it in the courts. 
Can it be stopped in the legislature or 
by veto?—Theodore Roosevelt.” 
The governor at once sent a reply, 
the nature of which he declines at this 
time to make public, and he requested 
from the president an immediate an­ 
swer. 
Pending the receipt of another 
telegram 
from 
President 
Roosevelt, 
Gillett declined to discuss the action 
of the assembly. 
The bill just passed, which was one 
of three anti-Japanese measures intro­ 
duced by Assemblyman Grove L. John­ 
son, places the Japanese in the same 
classification with other Asiatics and 
insert 
the word “Japanese” in the 
present state statute providing for the 
segregation in separate schools of Mon­ 
golian children. 
By this action the lower house of 
the California legislature has taken 
the step which the board of education 
of San Francisco intended to take two 
years ago, but which was abandoned 
a fter the board and former Mayor Eu­ 
gene E. Schmitz were called to Wash­ 
ington and had several conferences 
with President Roosevelt.
